1. Applicant's arguments filed 2/22/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's comments that: 

a) Components are improperly equated the feature of the invention to those 

disclosed in Hayashi, in particular the features of claim 1. It should be noted that 
this comment is not correct. PCB 10 and PCB 20 are part of the rack 3, and hence 
connectors C2a and C2b. See figure 1. PCB 10 and PCB 20 are mounted in the 
slots of the rack 3 and the connectors C2a and C2b are mounted on the PCB 10 
and PCB 20. See figure 2.
